to meet the resulations. This publication sives detailed information about 
reculations and suggestions, outline of the plan, extra labor allowances to 
farmers, penalties and assessments, and provisions for Federal equipment 
available and its use.

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With the Corn Borer Page, 
TDUCATIONAL WORK GETS UNDER WAY 


The educational work of the campai-m in the five States is beinz 
carried on by the reular extengiou orcranization, supplemented by a corps 
of special leaders, specialists, and sssistart county arents. Bach of the 
States within the last week or 10 days has held one or more conferences of 
its extension worlers, meetinz with State departments of azriculture and 
Federal officisls to work out a coordinated educationsl provram. 


New York held a conference at Buffelo ou Merch 16 with rep- 
resentatives from the State college of arriculture anid the 
State department of ferms and markets, county aseuts from Cat- 
N.Y, } taraueus, Chautauqua, Erie, Niagara, and Orleans counties and 
their essistants in corn=-borer work present. The conference 
adopted plens for a thoroush clean-up in the State end arranged 
to begin active operations on Nonday moruing, M-rch 21. 


The educational work in Hew York is beinz carried out under Direc~ 
tor of Extension C. HE. Ladd of the New York State Collese of Asriculture 
cooperating with the State department of azrriculture and markets.

The afternoon session 

under the auspices of the State department of avriculture was 
held in the State Capitol because of the lerzve crowd present, The House of 
Representatives put aside their business and gave un their chamber to a pub- 
lic hearing on the corn-werer question, It was the first time in the annals 
of the Michiran Lerislature thet en open meeting was held to discuss an ag= 
ricultural measure, lr. Worthley addressed the meetin, going over the re- 
quirements of a rood clean-up and the rezulations governing the campaicn, 
also answerins any questions on the work, 


The field demonstration work proper started in Michigan on Mondey, 
March 28, The territory is divided into five sections, comprising about four 
counties each. One master demonstration is beine held in each section. Next 
week, the encineers will visit the counties to help the agerts put on demon- 
strations, hold meetings, and zive any other assistance neeced, 0, &, Fisher, 
extension agronomist, Office of Cooperative Extension Work, represented the 
department in conferences oat which demonstrations in clean-up methods were 
planned and gave material assistance, 


The Michizan State Depvartment of Agriculture is emphasizing the 
thousht thet State and Fetieral acencies are collaborators with the farmers 

in the fight against the corn borer, and that the department is prepared to 
aid them to the fullest in their efforts, The department wants it understocd, 
however, that after May 1 the provisions of the reeulatory ect will be en= 
forced not with the idea of punishine the farmer who did not clean up, but’ 
for the purpose of protecting the fermers who voluntarily have made a sate 
isfactory clean-up,
